Nineteen-year-old seaman Leon 
T. Louie of Fresno was found 
guilty last Friday at a naval court 
martial of assault and battery 
upon a superior officer. 
attached to the naval construc- 
tion battalion at Port Hueneme， 
pushed a chocolate cream pie a 
the fact-of Lt. (j.g.) Timothy Cur- 
tin while .the Seabee company 
Stood at morning formation last 
September 27. Louie was demot- 
ed from seaman first class to sea- 
man second ciass anQa OrQsred to 
pay 3a $400 fine and be restricted 
to his base for 60 days. 


In a letter sent to .the White 
House，CAA said 让 was “ap- 
palled”by the harshness of the 
disciplinary action taken against 
Louie，which，CAA charged，ex= 
emplified “the Navys instatu- 
tionalized prejudice against Asian 
Americans.” “This type of pun- 
ishment would be more in line 让 
there were physical injuries in- 
volved or an out and out fist 
fight,， the letter stated. CAA is 
appealing to FEord to“throw the 
whole case out and have all 
charges against Seaman Louie 
dismissed.”

Lee Mah SixX 一 
Charges Dismissed

Charges against Six picketers 
arrested October 8 outside the 
Lee Mah 了 Electronics plant have 
been dismissed. 

The six，arrested as TV cam- 
eras coincidentally rolled in front 
of 520 Chestnut St.，were each 
cited with either disturbing the 
peace or resisting arrest. Repre- 
sented by Dale Minami of Asian 
Law Caucus，they appeared in 
court last Wednesday，prepared 
to go on trial to defend their case， 
SaySs Minami. 

When the deputy district attor- 
ney decided then that the defen- 
dants “could make a_ good case 
for unlawful arrest for disturbing 
the peace， the charges of dis- 
turbing the peace were dropped， 
he said. By consequence，the 
charges of resisting arrest were 
invalidated, he added. 

The dismissal of charges was 
taken with alittle less noncha- 
lance than records may show. 
Says Don Chan, one of those ar- 
rested, the arrests and the court 
appearance constitute a “police 
witch hunt” and a “whole act of 
persecution” against Picketing 
Lee Mah workers and their sup- 
porters . 

Since March，some 42 workers 


have been laid off from the Lee 
Mah firm. Since then，numerous 
pickets have bannered allegations 
of unfair labor practices against 
Ianagement. 

Says Minami, the owner of Lee 
Mah has “used police to break up 
.pickets.…” Stating that there have 
been no personal injuries, no vio- 
lence and no punctured tires sur- 
rounding the picketed area，he 
said that there has been “no 
causeto bring police in unless 让 
was for the purpose of harasSs- 
ing. The Lee Mah pickets have 
been peaceful, he said-. 

Adding that the defense was 
ready to bring in thefilm showing 
the “unlawful arrests,” he also 
claimed that the police officers 
never cited the actual charges 
against those arrested when they 
were being escorted into the 
paddy wagon. When Chan asked

Let the Victims 
Lead the Way 


When Chinatown immigrant workers first complained Dub- 
licly about appaling conditions in garment shops and elec- 
tronics factories，it was not without. hesitation. For clearly， 
being employed then meant the addition of a few dollars that 
continued survival，albeit survival in a boxcar marked with 
poverty. When workers decided both to strike and to plicket, 直 
signaled that working conditions had become more unbear- 
able than the hand-to-mouth existence in the overcrowded 
rooms of Chinatown . 


When International Hotel tenants chose to fight eviction 
notices handed out bythe building's owners, it was more than 
afighttoretain theold dilapidated structure that had become 
home to them. It was and is still more than just a fight for the 
basic right of low-income housing. Itis afight for the right to 
live as one chooses,， in an arena unaggravated by the bull- 
dozers of discrimination，patronage or high finance. I is a 
fight for dignified survival in a land made livable under the 
toil long ago of these selfsame tenants. 


We applaud the tenants and workers who have dared to cry 
out for soclial change and human respect. 

We also applaud their supporters for their strength and en- 
thusiasm. Undoubtedly, they have helped to dispel myths that 
all js well 让 Chinatown and that Chinese Americans are 
Silent, passive, tongue-tied prisoners indulging and accepting 
happily any prescriptions of life thrown thelir way. 


Yet we are also disturbed by some of their actions. While 
Supporters of the Jung Sai，Lee Mah and International Hotel 
“struggles”claim to work and act on behalf of the workers 
and tenants，wWe question whether they are Sallying forth 
within their own conceptions of what is good for the commu- 
nity. We attend rallies, marches, and demonstrations, and all 
too often，what we hear is the same rhetoric,， mouthed time 
after time 一 speeches that recall the days of ideological sua- 
sion, that call for an abstract unity of consciousness without 
delving into the needs of reality. 


Speeches, rallijes，demonstrations and marches have their 
place in struggles for human rights and better living condi- 
tions, to be sure; we question whether they remain effective 
When they over-saturate the air. What we have seen in the 
recent onslaught of “demonstrations in support “for the Jung 
Sai, Lee Mah and International Hotel endeavors could better 
be described as displays of adolescent fervor designed to 
placate the fantasies of the speakers, singers or skit-makers. 


A goodly portion of the demonstrators have been youthful 
activists. They are not the ones who don't have the time or 
energy to muse about whether the chicken or the egg came 
first;they are not the ones whose rallying cries will give credi- 
bility to the actualities ofthe issues affecting Chinatown . 


The ones to lead the struggles are the workers and the 
tenants themselves; they are the ones who walked out，got 
laid off，and got served with eviction notices， They are the 
ones whose lives will be affected by the forthcoming negotia- 
tions and court suits. They are the ones whose faces, for the 
most part, have been hidden from view. Why:

A year-long series of house 
raids byaransacking gang of ski- 
masked youths has put them in a 
state of alarm. 

The gang，whose more than 30 
raids have netted thousands of

TO STOP 
BUSING 


Twenty years of civil rights law 
enforcement could come to a halt. 

Last week the House voted 212 
to 176 to endorse the Holt amend- 
ment，which would block the fed- 
eral government from collecting 
race and sex data from Schools. 
The amendment prevents fed- 
erally funded schools from classi- 
fying teachers and students by 
race, religion，sex or national ori- 
gin. 

Representative Marjorie Holt 
(了 -Md.)，who sponsored the 
amendment，said it would end 
the controversial issue of school 
busing for desegregation pur- 
poses by putting a stop to such 
busing. 

Asians，blacks，Chicanos and 
civil rights-oriented whites who 
appeared at the House debates 
contend otherwise. 


They said t would preclude the 
Department of Health, 了 ducation 
and Welfare from gathering the 
needed data to implement the 
entire 1964 civil rights act barring 
racial discrimination，the 1972 
anti-sex discrimination act，the 
bilingual education act and vari- 
ous Indian education acts. 

The amendment would signal 
the country that Congress sanc- 
tions “a policy of apartheid' in 
Americarr schools, said Rep. 
Parren Mitchell of Maryland. 

Senate leaders indicated they 
will tryto amend or knock out the 
amendment. 

耳 EW Secretary Caspar Wein- 
berger said the Holt amendment 
would end HEW's authority to 
enforce civil rights laws. Speak- 
ing on behalf of the Ford admin- 
istration, he called for its defeat.

BERKELEY 一 Will there be a 
Third World College? Will ethnic 
studies wither and die, or be ab- 
sorbed into the general humani- 
ties? These are questions woOITy- 
img the Asian American Studies 
program and the Department of 
Ethnic Studies at the University 
of Cajlifornia here. 

Last _ September，. the Ethnic 
Studies Committee of the Depart- 
ment of Ethnic_ Studies wrote a 
Feport，”“A_ Proposal for the 卫 s- 
tabhshment of the College of 
Third World Studies,” which con- 
tains complete curriculum and 
budget proposals _ through the 
year 1981 for a Third World Col- 
jege at UC Berkeley. A_subcom- 
nittee of the University of Cali- 
forrnia Academic Senate is now 
preparing its recommendations 
to the chancellor on the basis of 
this report, and deciding the very 
future of ethnic studies at Berke- 
jey. 

The Asian American Studies， 
like the Black，Chicano and Na- 
tive American programs，has ex- 
isted since 1969. On January 21， 
1969，striking students at UCB 
protested that minority students 
were being“whitewashed”with 
middle-class white values instead 
of learning more about them- 
selves and their roots. 

In trying to answer the de- 
mands of these students，Ethnic 
Studies was established as a de- 
partment with four divisions. The 
Department has followed two 
paths:. reviewing the U.S，Ppast 
through _ the _ eyes _ of the Third 

World experience, and preparing 
for the future in practical fields 
Hike law, social services, housing， 
heajth care, and education . 

DUALISM 

This dualism between profes- 
sional education and liberal arts 
studies puts the Department .in 
an Uncomfortable “neither fish 
nor fowl ”position when it comes 
to _ making future plans for the 
growth of ethnic studies. 

Germaine Wong，coordinator 
for the Asian American Studies 
program，explains,， “We're not 8 
professional school and we re not 
strictly jliberal arts. We offer 
courses on law，education and 
housing that are not academic.”

Great Expose eacag Threads Without a Needle 


By CHRISTOPHER CHOW 


“The Great Chinese American 
Expose,”presented by the 及 aan 
Players at the Chinatown Branch 
Library Thursday evening，ils 
called“a readers- theatre inter- 
pretation”of Chinese American 
writing about identity. Actually， 
the presentation is an attempt by 
the three players，Lauren Tom， 
Gilbert Lawrence 及 aan，and 
Elizabeth Gee，to affirm their 
identities without having estab- 
lished their identities. 

The players themselves haye 
yet to resolve the dilemmas of 
their schizoid Chonk experience， 
as _ Godart H，Wong would say 
(EVA/AW 11V6774). The program 
opens with a prologue written by 
Gil Chooey and spoken by Gilbert 
Lawrence Kaan (Gil Chooey s 
alter ego and stage name) that 
tells us nothing abouttheplayers” 
viewpoint，the context of their 
readings. 

The next reading is “Threads， 
a poem by Russell Leong. I is a 
reading without fire，without in- 
terpretation，without a sense of 
importance by Liz Gee, a model. 
The literature is slipped past the 
audience without regard for the 
audience's familiarity with or 
jignorance of the issues in Asian 
American literature. 

FEor one whole hour the audi- 
ence is askedto sit and watch and 
hear real stories _ from Victor 
Nee's “Longtime Californ 
poems by Al Robles，.George 
Leong，Joaquin Legaspi， and 
scenes from Frank Chin's play 
“Chickencoop Chinaman.”

Good selections. But what ties 
these writings _ together?” Have 
the players thought about where 
they stand, or at least enough to 
be able to design a program that 
says something beyond,，“Yeah， 
we geot a living，breathing，crea- 
tive, Chinese American culture ”2?
